GENEVA — The Soviet Union 
broke off the current round of talks 
with the United States on interme- 
diate-range nuclear missiles 
Wednesday, saying it would set no 
date for resuming the negotiations.

The Soviet action was described 
in an official statement from the 
Tass news agency as a “discontinu- 
ation of the present round of 
talks.” This step was widely expect- 
ed because the Soviet leadership 
frequently said over the two-year 
course of the negotiations that they 
could not be continued once de- 
ployment of U.S. Pershing-2 and 
cniise missiles began in European 
countries of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization.

At an informal hearing arranged 
by Representative Les Asp in, a 
Wisconsin Democrat, oa ways to 
prevent nuclear war, Mr. Bundy 
described his views as further 
“shocks to established doctrine’' 
Much he and other former officials 
believe could either keep a nuclear 
war from starting or hunt its de- 
structiveness if it did begin. 

In 1981, Mr. Bundy co-authored 
an article in Foreign 'Affairs maga- 
zine calling on the United States to 
renounce its threat to use atomic 
weapons first in Europe if the Sovi- 
et Union were overwhelming the 
West with its conventional forces. 

That idea has been rejected by 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation and the Reagan administra- 
tion, on the ground that the nuclear 
threat deters Moscow from launch- 
ing a conventional attack. 

Robert S. McNamara, a co-au- 
thor of the Foreign Affairs article 
and a former secretary of defense 
in the Kennedy and Johnson ad- 
ministrations, has carried the no- 
first-use debate further. He argues 
that even a “second-use” of atomic 
weapons in Europe after an enemy 
has used them should not be done 
hastily or until it is clear what kind 
of attack occurred.

Funding for Arms Falls 
Short, Weinberger Says

WASHINGTON — Defense 
Secretary Caspar W. Weinberger 
says that the Reagan administra- 
tion has made “substantial im- 
provements” in U.S. military 
strength, but he has criticized Con- 
gress for not fully funding Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan’s planned 
buildup.' 

Before recessing last week, Con- 
gress approved a record $249-bfl- 
fion military budget, about Sll bil- 
lion short of the administration's 
request The Pentagon said the 
budget represents only 3 percent 
annual growth after inflation, com- 
pared with the 7 percent sought by 
Mr. Reagan, ana Mr. Weinberger 
said Tuesday that congressional re- 
fusal to fund the administration’s 
fijfi request will end up costing 
mote. 

“We have a situation in which 
what we need, what’s been autho- 
rized. what we will have to have, 
will cost us more and wfll take us a 
Hide longer to acquire," Mr. Wein- 
berger said at a news conference. 

Not allowing for inflation, the 
-Defense Department budget has 
more than doubled from fiscal 
1979, when it totaled S121 billion, 
to the fiscal 1984 budget of slightly 
less than S250 billion. Neither total 
indudes the military construction 
bill, which this year appropriated 
more than S7 Nmon, or the Energy 
Department appropriation for nu- 
clear weapons production, more 
than $5 button this year. 

The administration last snynmw 
projected a military budget of

atomic weapons to an enemy first 
attack can deal out punishment, 
show determination, yet avoid 
automatic escalation and “offer 
him [the enemy] a fresh chance to 
be safe" and to reconsider.

GUATEMALA CITY — In less 
than two years. Guatemala has mo- 
bilized more than 700,000 men. or 
nearly 10 percent of its population, 
in “self-defense" patrols to fight 
anti-govcramen tguerrihas. accord- 
ing to church officials and foreign 
diplomats. 

The officials say lharthe patrols 
have hurt the rebels by limiting 
their base of popular support 

However, as the numbers of ci- 
vilians in the self-defense patrols 
have increased, so have human- 
rights problems, raising serious 
questions about the long-term 
benefits of the patrols, according (o 
these officials. They add that it re- 
mains to be seen whether the gov- 
ernment win follow through with 
social programs that could twn 
what is now obligatory civilian 
duty into genuine support 

While Central American coun- 
tries cope with burgeoning guerrilla 

movements, Guatemala provides 
one of the few examples of a coun- 
try that has, at least temporarily, 
disposed the leftist insurgency by 
mobilizing its civilian population. 
In its objective to keep the present 
government in power, the civil pa- 
trol is not unlike tto Nicaraguan 
militia and civil defense block com- 
mittees that provide a vigilance 
service for the Sandinists. 

In a three-day trip through 
northern Guatemala, tto ragtag 
groups of 20 men — some carrying 
rifles, but most armed with sticks 
and machetes — were in evidence 
everywhere.

NEW YORK — Citing what 
they said was a pervasive atmo- 
sphere of racism, brutality and in- 
stitutional indifference, a group of 
New York lawyers has charged that 
conditions at the state prison at 
Attica had deteriorated to “an 
emergency situation." 

• In a 30-page report Tuesday, the 
group. Prisoners Legal Services of 
New York detailed what it said 
were prison conditions that “have 
been worsening steadily over the 
past few years" and that led to a 
peaceful work strike by more than 
1,700 inmates in September. Attica, 
which was designed for 1,700 in- 
mates, now holds 22200.

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Pretoria Unveils a Plan 
For 'Separate but Equal’ 
Education of the Races

PRETORIA — The government 
announced Wednesday that it in- 
tends to change its educational sys- 
tem to provide “separate but 
equal” schooling for the country’s 
different race groups. 

At present, according to an esti- 
mate by the Institute of Race Rela- 
tions, a statistical group, the gov- 
ernment spends one-sixth as much 
io educate each black child as it 
does (breach white. 

But the minister of national. edn-: 
cation. Genii N. VDjoen, rejected a 
recommendation by a government- 
appointed commission that the seg- 
regated education departments for 
whites, persons of mixed race. Indi- 
ans and blacks be broaght under 
one minister. 

Instead, Mr. Vttjoen announced 
a system that would result in a total 
of IS educational ministers and 
nine councils on education. 

The commission had recom- 
mended a consolidation of the vari- 
ous departments two years ago, 
saying differences of race could not 
justify unequal treatment and that 
a single minister would be able to 
bring, about greater equably. 

“Equal opportunities for educa- 
tion, in cluding equal s tandar ds in 
education for every in habitant ir- 
respective of race, color, creed or 
sex. shall be tbe purposeful endeav- 
or of the state,” Mr. YDjoen said. 

But be added that under the new 
constitution, which white voters 
ratified overwhelmingly in a refer- 
endum Nov. 2, tbe government was 
committed to the principle that 
each population group should have 
its own education department Mr. 
VHjoen did. however, accept the 
need for coordination among the 
departments. 

He said the government would 
try to decrease overcrowding in 
black schools to achieve the goal of 
equal education, but added that 
this would have to be done “within 
the restrictions imposed by tbe fi- 
nancial capability of the country." 

He also pledged that it would not 
be done at the cost of lowering the 
standard of white education. 

Mr. VHjoen said his policy state- 
ment “should be seen in the light of 
the ideal of parity and of the real- 
ization that if parity is not achieved 
in the shortest possible time, stabil- 
ity, justice and the economic pros- 
perity of the country will not be 
served.” 

However, be rejected a recom- 
mendation by the commission that 
blades be allowed to use underuti- 
lized facilities in white schools, de- 


spite the massive overcrowding in 
black schools. 

“Any departure from the policy 
of separate residential areas for the 
various population groups is uaac- 
Mr. Vttjoen raid, 
proliferation of education 
departments was one of the fust 
concrete indications that the new 
constitution will dramatically in- 
crease the size of the bureaucracy. 
Prune Minister Pieter W. Botha has 
said the bill will take effect in the 
second half of next year. 

The constitution provides for 
three separate chambers of parlia- 
ment. It calls fn 1 the whiles to have 
one deputy for every two represent- 
ing persons of mixed race and for 
every four elected by Indiana. 
Black South Africans would re- 
main unrepresented, except in the 
so-called homelands, nominally 
free states that are recognized only 
by South Africa. 

There are 4 million whites, 2.7 
million people of mixed race, 
850.000 Indians and 21 raffli ng 
blacks in South Africa. 

In addition to the education 
minis ters in each of the 10 home- 
lands, there are to be separate 
white, mixed-race and Indian edu- 
cation minis ters in the council of 
ministers of each of the three cham- 
bers of parliament They win run 
separate educational systems for 
their own racial groups. 

There also is to be a minister of 
general educational affairs in the 
main cabinet That official is to 
coordinate the different racial min- 
istries, as well as provide support 
services for all of them. Mr. Vihoen 
stressed Wednesday that the ethnic 
ministers will not be responsible to 
him. 

In addition, there is to be a sec- 
ond education minister in the ge& 
eral cabinet, heading. a department 
that win run a separate e d uc a t ional 
system for the blacks who do not 
live in the homelands. 

There is to be one council to 
advise tbe minister of general eds-> 
rational affairs on matters up to 
high-school level, and another to 
counsel the minister on university 
and technical college education. 

There also is to be an additional 
adyisoiy committee with represen- . 
tatives from the three ethnic de- 
partments and the two gaieral min- 
istries, as well as a statutory 
certifying council to supervise cur- 
ricula ana examinations. 

- Finally, there are to be four 
teachers’ professional councils for 
whites, people of mixed-race; Indi- 
ans and Africans, with a central 
registering body for all erf them. 
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Thafs the sort of brain power 
you can call on when you have a 
Wang Professional Computer 
sitting on your desk.

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A Nuclear Horror Show 


If graphic renderings of the horror of war 
were a way of promoting peace, there might 
have been no major wars in tins century. Ex- 
cept in wartime, most war stories (end to be 
ami-war. Yet “The Red Badge of Courage" 
did not reduce America's enthusiasm for 
World. War L “All Quiet on the Western 
Front" did not protect the West against World 
War II. Indeed, one could argue that human- 
ism in the contemplation of war can breed 
pacifism, which may only render democracies 
vulnerable, and thus invite war. 

While it does not follow that deploring war 
is bad for you, there should be a presumption 
against this week's rampant notion in America 
that portraying war as horrible is a meaningful 
political act. even if the portrayal arouses 
widespread fear. There is no basis for believing 
that frightened societies behave wisely, or even 
peaceably. And if true history does not suffice 
to instruct us in the madness of war. bow could 
a grade- B fiction about the future? 

What did Sunday's nationally televised film 
“The Day After” finally teach us? Nothing. 

The film's admirers — and exploiters — say 
that nuclear war is different, that a rendering 
of the end of all meaningful life is instruction 
enough. They observe that there can be no 
history to instruct us in the mayhem that 
modern weapons would produce: If they are 
ever used, human history would end. There- 
fore every atomic-age generation needs the full 
shock treatment: to feel what unconscionable 
force lies buried beneath the wheat fields of 


Kansas, and to become intolerant of any pol- 
icy that allows for the use of those weapons. 

Very well then: What policy? The political 
debate surrounding the film has been vapid. 
Our policy will save you from that awful day, 
the president's men were quick to say. No. 
only ours will save you, said his fiercest critics, 
in fact, “The Day After" gave not even a due 
that anyone had any policy, or that politics can 
reduce or aggravate the danger. 

Don’t let the children watch this grisly mad- 
ness alone, said ABC: help them to understand 
that all is not lost, that life can prevail. But did 
ABC map any paths of reason? Or explore the 
emotions of die escalation by which its mock 
war occurred? Or examine the theories of de- 
terrence that it imagined to have failed so 
disastrously? Even as doomsday fiction, this 
film had little political value. “Dr. Strange- 
love" reflected acidly on the nuclear condition 
and even offered a practical warning about 
mechanical accident “Seven Days in May" 
warned about letting madmen too near die 
nuclear trigger. The only counsel implicit in 
“The Day After" was that if it ever happens, 
smart folks will die first, or have shotguns to 
defend their well-slocked shelters. 

For all the pompous pretense, this was an 
entertainment Yes, enter tainme nt: as in hor- 
ror show, disaster movie, Grimm fairy tale. A 
hundred milli on Americans were empatheti- 
cally incinerated, then left on the true day after 
without a single idea to chew upon.

The Nadir in Ulster? 


Sixty people inside ihe church were singing 
hymns and three men were handing out Bibles 
at the door when the gunmen burst in. They 
opened fire with automatic weapons, killing 
three worshipers and wounding seven in Dark- 
ley, Northern Ireland. In this case the victims 
were Protestant and the killers Catholic. 

Sectarian murders are nothing special in 
Ulster. Sunday's violence brought the number 
of people killed since 1969 to 2^30. Bui the 
utter horror of murder inside a church where 
people were peacefully praying — not a single 
person in the congregation was known to be 
connected in any way with a police or para- 
military organization — makes this incident 
extraordinary. It is the one occasion in recent 
memory when the IRA and the Reverend Ian 
Paisley have agreed. Both condemned this 
slaughter of innocents apparently carried out 
by members of the Irish National Liberation 
Army, a Marxist offshoot of the IRA 

In 13 years more than 24,000 people have 
been wounded in Northern Ireland. The vio- 
lence has cost British and Irish taxpayers an 


estimated £12 billion. The prison population 
in Ulster is proportionally the highest in West- 
era Europe. The psychic cost — the effects; 
especially on children, of living under constant 
threat of violence — is immeasurable. 

Twenty years ago there was a s imilar act of 
violence in a house of worship in the United 
States. Four small black girls were killed in 
Alabama when a Birmin gham church was 
bombed by racists. The tragedy rocked Ameri- 
ca. The shock of innocents murdered in a 
church had a profound impact even on those 
Americans most opposed to integration. 

The Bir mingham bombing was a turning 
point in the civil rights movement; it demon- 
strated the depths to which racial animosity 
bad descended. Might the Darkley church 
massacre have a similar effect on the people of 
Northern Ireland? Perhaps, finally, a growing 
number will join the few brave peacemakers in 
that troubled corner of the world and say. “We 
will go no further with this madness. Let ns 
begin to learn to live together."

A Double Warning From Bonn 

Events of the past week [in West Germany] 
should be seen as both a reassurance and a 
warning. There is reassurance in the fact that a 
democratically elected goveramenr is manag- 
ing to carry through the policies of the alliance. 
There is a warning in the divisive effects that 
this has had on the country in general and the 
Social Democrats in particular. 

There are two main lessons to be drawn 
from the warning. One is that the central 
consensus in West German politics win not 
hold unless it is part of a NATO consensus on 
East-West relations. The other is that West 
Germany's growing self-confidence and dis- 
tance from the Nazi period are increasingly 
difficult to reconcile with the preseat structure 
of NATO and in particular its reliance on 
American nuclear weapons. 

How to adjust to this new reality is one of 
the most pressing tasks before the alliance.

and extravagant claims.

1933: Return to Gold Standard Asked 
WASHINGTON — Re-establishment of the 
dollar on a gold basis, coupled with safeguards 
to be agreed upon by international action, was 
urged [on Nov. 23] in a resolution adopted by 
the advisory council of the Federal Reserve 
Board, which expressed sympathy for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s monetary policy' but warned 
against continuance of a “currency of fluctuat- 
ing value” as precluding “lasting improvement 
in business" and as being ineffective to adjust 
existing discrepancies in price levels. The 
council warned that unless the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration acted to stabilize the dollar, it 
would become increasingly difficult for it to 
finance its large commitments for reconstruc- 
tion and to refinance maturing obligations.

A Day for Thanks Perhaps, but for New Ideas Surely 


W ASHINGTON — On the day 
after the television film “The 
Day After.” the “experts" gave 
Americans little reason for celebrat- 
ing this year’s Thanksgiving Day. It 
was just a “movie." some of them 
said on Monday, but they didn't say 
it in Hiroshima or Nagasaki. 

The Russians, who don’t show 
American movies or like American 
nuclear policies, stuck to their usual 
offer If NATO would let them con- 
tinue aiming their intermediate nu- 
clear missiles at every West Europe- 
an capital, they would not allow 
NATO to put cruise and Pershing-2 
missiles in Western Europe directed 
at them. They call this equality. 

President Reagan, feeling that 
this was not a good deal, sent his 
first batch of new missiles to Eu- 
rope, and told the American people 
that the way to avoid the disaster 
portrayed in “The Day After" was 
simply to support his policies. 

Secretary of State George Shultz 
seemed a little anxious about the 
movie, and kept saying that “nucle- 
ar war is amply unacceptable” But 
if the Russians don't agree, how do 
you not accept a nuclear missile en 
'route to Kansas Gty? You can’t just 
mark it like a piece of unwanted 
junk mail? “Return to Sender." 

Former Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger made more sense. He said 
nobody doubled the horrors of nu- 
clear war. but he wondered if it was 
a good idea to make policy “by 
scaring ourselves to death." 

Former Defense Secretary Robert 
McNamara argued tha^the United 
States should withdraw its threat to 
use a first-strike nuclear attack 
against a Soviet conventional inva- 
sion of Europe, but he added that 
“much more can be done that we're 
not doing" to relieve die tension. 

Indeed, a few modest things 
might be done between Thanksgiv- 
ing and Christmas, before the emo- 
tions of the presidential campaign 
take over. To begin, it wouldn't hurt 
if the two nuclear giants shut up for 
a few weeks. They have traded so 
many insults in the last year that 
everybody knows where they stand. 
This is probably expecting too 
much, but the need to restore some 
civility or decent manners to the 
world debate is fairly obvious. 

What is needed now is a pause for 
reflection. We have not had a new 
argument or a good joke around 
Washington for months, and this 
goes not only for Moscow and 
Washington but for the allies, in- 
cluding the Social Democrats in 


West Germany, who never had a 
sense of humor and seem to have 
lost their sense of history. 

Forgetting the promises of their 
party, they now want to get rid erf 
the new American missiles they 
asked for in the first place, but they 
want to keep the 300,000 American 
soldiers plus their dependents as 
a shield against a possible Soviet 
invasion. That is not a very popular 
offer in Washington. 

Yuri Andropov, hoping for an- 
other Rapallo deal with Germany, 
thought he could split the Western 
alliance by bullying the winners of 
the free world elections and appeal- 
ing to the losers, but he failed, and 
be also has some problems with his

faDing health and eco n omy. So a 
Reagan- Andropov meetmgseans to 
be off for a while. In the present 
vicious mood, it would probably be 
a bum idea anyway. 

But in addition to cooling die 
propaganda, maybe a case-codd be 
made for an allied meetin g 

before the end of the old year. 

There are strains among the allied 
leaders, not only about imsaV bat 
also about trade; budget deficits, 
interest rates, money values, the 
Middle East, Central America, Gre- 
nada and other sore spots. 

Nobody knows how to sort out 
these tangles, but there is a growing 
anxiety that the world leaders — tf 
that is the right term — are not 


really talking seriously and piivate&y 
to one another as much as they 
should, but are allowing the debate 
to be dominated by the media. 

Mr. Shultz has been meeting in 
Washington with tire Soviet ambas- 
sador, Anatoli Dobrynin, about 
what can be done to keep things 
from getting worse. This cannot 
have been easy, after the SouthKo- 
rean plane disaster and daring the 
croisc and Poshing missfls crisis. 

Mr. Dobrynin has beat around 
long enough to know that the lead- 
ers of the nuclear capitals haw an 
interest in keeping their fundamen- 
tal differences from getting out of 
hand. He would probably agree with 
Mr.ShBhzthata aota to ri i |m oflthe

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Yugoslavia’s Crisis Continues for Lack of Democratic Reforms 


B ELGRADE — Yugoslavia is in a 
state of crisis — a crisis that 
arises largely from its structural 
shortcomings. The system as a whole 
does not work. Boro and steadily 
germinating under Marshal Tito’s 
rule, this crisis has burgeoned in 
the last three years. 

The root cause of aD the trouble 
lies in the political and social frame- 
work, which has established the privi- 
leged and dominating role of the 
Communist Party's political appara- 
tus over the rest of the country. Dem- 
ocratic reforms are n e cessary, not 
only for Yugoslavia but also for sta- 
bility in the whole Balkans area. 

With the centrality of the ruling 
party, the League of Communists. 
Yugoslavia is of course hardly differ- 
ent from any other communist state. 
But the many weaknesses of commu- 
nist systems are echoed by specifical- 
ly Yugoslav forms and practices. 

After the break with Moscow in 
1948, speedy industrial development 
was erratic. To a large extent, the 
country developed a market econo- 
my, and 90 percent of the workable 
land has remained in peasant hands. 

Yugoslavia’s economic, techno- 
logical and cultural ties are predomi- 
nantly with the West, and they have 
had a cumulative effect on business 
practices and attitudes. At the same 
time, economic and cultural inequal- 
ities of the country’s six republics, 
inherited from the past, not only were 
not obliterated but actually in- 
creased; moreover, such inequalities 
exist within some republics. Local 
experts say that 10 percent of the 
population now grabs 45 percent of 
the aggregate national income. 

Under Tito, Yugoslavia attained a 
semi-developed status, but its pohti-

local market economies from i 
tition with other republics: the multi- 
plication of. say. steel industries has 
produced economic inefficiency that 
had to be balanced by foreign credits.

fact built sluggishness and ineptness 
into most of the vital institutions of 
the Yugoslav onion. Incompetence at 
the top coincided with the world eco- 
nomic crisis and the conscqaeaoa of 
inherited structural chaos: neglected 
agriculture, the suppression erf small 




businesses, perennial low productivi- 
ty. an incomes policy without the 
stimulus of reward, ^obs for parry 
boys,” suffocation at birth of alterna- 
tive initiatives and ideas, and so on. 

Yugoslavia is nowlardting Mindly 
into an ever deeper crisis. The repro- 
gramming erf foreign debts, and new 
financial help from the West, no 
doubt will delay the downward trend 
in the economy andmake thing s easi- 
er, bat soch measures alone cannot 
provide a real cure.. Such a core can 
be found — and must be found — by 
Yugoslavs tbemsdves. 

In spite of general public dissatis- 
faction with the coodrtiofls of life, 
md in spite of (be regime^ few hard- 
liners and ideologists who persistent- 
ly blame problems on “internal 
oounter-revofutionaxy enemies,” the 
crisis was not caused by anycoherent 
opposition. None exists. Therefore, 
movement toward change could 
emerge only oat of some reform cur- 
rent inside the party or around it. 

At the moment there are no per- 
sonahtiesat the top, nor any evidence 
of new ideas, that might lead to trans- 
fonmatton of the system. Yet many 
critical analyses of the situation 
have appeared, not only from the 
public but also from within the ruling 
party’s middle ranks. 

By insisting cm retaining the habit s 
of governing that they have inherited. 


in coming years there does not 
emerge from the party some unam- 
biguous arid radical move for reform, 
the country' will stumble into cata- 
clysmic social and nari/wwl disorder. 

Continuation of the present crisis 
would in a few years reduce Yugosla- 
via to a Third World country. Today . 
no iqiuWic wants to leave the union, ^ 
but none would agree id such eco- -. 
nomte regression without resisting. ' 
• Intervention by die army might - 
wdl socceed in preserving the union, : 
but it would fail to resolve the essen- : 
rial problems. Moreover, the army, in 
a political role, would be considered 
by most republics to be an agent for 
overall domination by the largest of 
them, the Serbs, even if the military 
leaders themselves had no such na- 
tionalistic intentions. 

Any transformation of Yugosla- 
via's structural crisis into a predomi- 
nantly political crisis, with riots and 
other disorders between nationalities, 
would produce tremors that would 
disturb existing relations not only in 
the whole Barkans region but else- 
where m Europe. Who knows where 
that might lead? That is why demo- 
cratic reform of the Yugoslav system . 
would also be a crucial contribution 
to stability in this part of the worid.

About German Neutrality 

Having twice launched humanity 
into worid wars in the 20th century, 
the Germans bear a special responsi- 
bility for work! peace and security. 
For three decades after 1950 they 
followed a policy that admirably 
helped to serve those twin objectives. 
However, in the 1980s an increasing 
number of Germans are heading in a 
direction that in time would threaten 
to bring on Worid War HL They do 
not acknowledge or even realize the 
peril they are creating, for they are 
anti-nuclear, pacifist and oriented 
toward neutralism. 

Their neutralism, with its ancillary 
attraction of a reunified Germamr, is 
the nub of the danger they pose. Ger- 
many’s weight in the power equation 


is so great that neither the communist 
bloc nor the Western alliance would 
dare risk a German neutralism that - 
could turn oat to be spurious. 

After suffering so enormously 
iii both world wars, Russia would 
accept a “neutral" Germany only 
if the change were accomplished in 
a way that assured the paramountcy 
of Soviet influence.

A Doctor’s Crusade for Live-Cell Therapy

Z URICH — At 87. Dr. Franklin 
E Bucher believes he keeps 
alive and well on the low-protein, 
high-fiber diet his father devised at 
the turn of the century. Though a 
couple of freak accidents have 
slowed down a man who took up 
water skiing at 60 and enjoyed bis 
round of golf up to a year ago, be 
turns up at his modern offices early 
each morning. “Because of finan- 
cial reverses,! work because I have 
to. But I also fed, as a doctor and a 
scientist, that my task is not over." 

Highly respected as a dietetic 
specialist. Dr. Bircber ventured 
onto the more controversial ground 
of live-cell therapy in the 1950s. He 
is now convinced That he can prove 
its effects by microphotos of his 
patients’ capillaries. 

As the son of the practitioner 
who would have replaced fondue 
with birdiarmuesli in the Swiss diet. 
Dr. BLrcher became booked on this 
health food at the age of 2. “It is 
high energy food," he said as be 
dipped into a fluffy concoction of 
freshly grated apple, rolled oats 
and yogurt mixed with more fnrii 
and nuts. According to Dr. Bircher 
— who gets no royalties from the 
packaged brands since the basic 
recipe was never registered — the 
best muesli is the one you mix your- 
self. Freshness counts. 

Dr. Max Bircher- Benner discov- 
ered the virtues of health foods 
when most doctors were obsessed 
with germs and hygiene. His son 
thinks traditional medicine has fo- 
cused too long on the causes of 
disease rather the condition of the 
patient 

After medical studies here and in 
Vienna — psychoanalysis under 
Freud, cardiology, radiology and 
endocrinology — Franklin Bircher 
became his father's staunchest ad- 
vocate. Surrounded by a lifetime 
clutter of souvenirs, he looks back 
on the time his unorthodox stands 
first made him an outsider. 

His ideas on nutrition were dis- 
missed as a fad. Then, as today, he 
insisted that people eat far too 
much. “We should cut proton in- 
take by a third, double our vegeta- 
bles, and avoid white flour and 
white sugar altogether." At tbe 
time, he could not prove why. It 
would be years before experiments 
would find that cooking destroys 
vitamins and that fibers help regu- 
late transit. On ■ that score. Dr. 
Bircher has lived long enough to 
see dietetic stores and vegetarian 
restaurants as common as banks in 
Zurich. 

During World War I, though, he 
unsuccessfully battled the Swiss 
Army to add fresh vegetables to the 
soldiers' meat and potato routine.

But in 1918, he believes, he saved 
the men in his battalion from a 
lethal flu epidemic by putting them 
on a stria Bircher diet. 

To fight for his other beliefs, Dr. 
Bircher entered politics. From an 
independent seat in parliament, he 
stood for social and health insur- 
ance, fought to have chiropractors 
recognized (a narrow viaory) and 
pushed for a federal food commis- 
sion. If he had had bis way it would 
have promoted whole wheat bread, 
non toxic additives and enriched ce- 
reals — a measure some govern- 
ments are investigating today. In 
the ‘30s, in a country that loves its 
wine, a clause to increase the tax on 
alcoholic beverages roused the vot- 
ers to defeat his proposal.

-OWEVER. his dietetic no- 
tions were remembered in World 
War II and he was invited to draw 
up a minimal -diet plan. The land- 
locked Swiss plowed parks into 
market gardens and tightened their 
belts. They were put on a balanced 
2J 00-calo’rie diet for tbe duration. 
Official before-and-after tests 
showed they had never been so fit. 

Despite this wartime recogni- 
tion, Dr. Bircher, by then at the 
head of his father's sanitarium, be- 
came irked at the slow recovery of 
his severe cases. After trying hydro- 
therapy, ozone and acupuncture, 
he traame intrigued with a revolu- 
tionary live-cell therapy proposed 
by Dr. Paul Niehans, a surgeon and 
endocrinologist in Vevey. 

Recalling that he was almost 50 
then, and under considerable 
stress. Dr. Bircher said his own 
doctor had warned that he could 
not live more than a year at that 
rate. Reco gnizing that the new 
method derived from an ancient 
medical notion, he offered to test it 
on himself. Tbe original treatment 
was painful but its results con- 


It is no secret that statesman and 
celebrities underwent the Niehans- 
treatment to keep up their image. 
Dr. Bircher says that today it is 
mainly businessmen who come ear- 
lier and earlier, simply to keep fit 
A though other doctors In Eu- 
rope have adopted cell therapy, a 
large pan of the medical establish- 
ment is not convinced. Patients' 
endorsements have been dismissed 
as euphoria. Could this be jusl a 
placebo effect? 
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vinced him that Dr. Niehans was 
on the right track. He became his 
closest collaborator. 

Dr. Bircher feds his particular 
contribution to live-cell therapy 
was to refine the process. Today, 
patients are given a thorough 
checkup, with attention to sources 
of infection like teeth or tonsils. 
The necessary glands are taken 
from the fetuses of ewes, specially 
raised for the purpose under the 
supervision of cantonal vets. Ac- 
cording to need, a variety of organs 
are blended and an intramuscular 
injection given within a few hours. 

“In a lamb’s organs, you find 
every medication lined up on a 
pharmacist's shelf,” he said. As a 
disciple of Dr. Ni ehans , who died 
in 1971, Dr. Bircher is certain that 
pharmaceutical hormones like in- 
sulin and estrogens simply create a 
dependency, while live cells stimu- 
late normal functions. His claim is 
that cell therapy, combined with an 
appropriate diet and massive vita- 
min “cocktails." has brought relief 
in cases of high blood pressure, 
liver trouble, arthritis, obesity and 
circulatory problems. 

Does it retard aging? Dr. Bircher 
is cautious. Improved functions 
give renewed vitality, but he feels 
this is only a side effect. To him the 
main importance of the combined 
cellular treatment is pre ventive. 

Rich Fossil Find in Texas

WASHINGTON — Research- 
ers, in one of tbe richest dinosaur 
finds ever made on this continent, 
said Tuesday that they have found 
the remains of several new varieties 
of 200- mil lion -year-old animals, 
including possibly tbe oldest snake 
ever discovered. The find of bones 
was made by a team from Texas 
Tech Univereiiy in a quarry about 
60 miles southeast of Lubbock. 


N AN interview that recently ap- 
peared in a leading Swiss magazine, 
Professor Holger P. von Hahn, di- 
rector of the Basel Institute of Ex- 
perimental Gerontology, declined 
to criticize or condemn cell therapy 
“provided it was given under medi- 
cal control,'* but cautioned that 
“one should not expect miracles 
because it does not fundamentally 
alter the aging process. Symptoms 
may be relieved, but they are not 
suppressed altogether." 

Cell therapy, openly practiced in 
several Swiss clinics, has never 
been granted official recognition. 
No health insurance agency will 
reimburse the expense of costly 
treatment. A spokesman for a large 
health insurance company ex- 
plained that under Swiss law, the 
scientific value of any treatment 
must first be proved before a feder- 
al medical commission. 

Dr. Bircher offers as evidence the 
huge photos that hang on his office 
walls. They are the before and after 
pictures, taken under an electron 
microscope and magnified 2.000 
times, of the capillaries in the lower 
lips or his patients. Certain, from 
30 years of research, that capillary 
damage shows up before any other 
symptom. Dr. Bircher believes 
these pictures would also help early 
diagnosis. Dr. Bircher bolds that 
under his treatment, as the appear- 
ance of the capillaries returns to 
normal clini cal symptoms also dis- 
appear. 

With time running against him. 
Dr. Bircher has reported his find- 
ings in scientific publications and 
before congresses on microcircula- 
tion. “I continue to fight," he says 
with a tired smile. Behind the doc- 
tor, his wife, Alice, has played an 
active part for 40 years.

Moves to Cover Losses

HAMBURG — Deutsche BP, 
the West German subsidiary of 
British Petroleum, announced an 
elaborate, share capital maneuver 
Wednesday, to cover losses and li- 
abilities that were estimated at 425 
Deutsche marks ($158 million) at 
'the end of last year. 

Under the move, approved at an 
extraordinary shareholders’ meet- 
ing on Nov. 14, Deutsche BP’s 
share capital win be cut by 900 
maiioir DM to cover the losses. Tbe 
money will also help pay for a re- 
stmctngng program announced a 
yearagoas part of an effort to 
return to profitability following the 
losses, Causedlargdy by the costof 
the foreign oil h refines. 

At the same tram. the share capi- 
tal will be raised to its original level 
of 1.5 bflhon DM, although Deut- 
sche BP will take up only 250 mil- 
lion DM immediately to reduce 
bank obligations. 

'‘Following the virtual comple- 
tion of its restructuring measures, 
Deutsche BP AG is facing the fu- 
ture strengthened and unbur- 
dened,” the company said in a 
statement announcing the mea- 
sures.

Deut- 
sche BP has taken steps to reduce 
drastically its crude oal refining ca- 
pacity, to a planned five milli on 
metric terns annually by the end of 
the you. In 1979, the year of the oil 
price increases, the company bad a 
capacity of 24 million metric tons. 

Under the restructuring plan an- 
nounced last November. Deutsche 
BP is cutting its work force to 
around 7.000 by the end of next 
year, compared with 10.000 in 
1981. It is also streamlining its sales 
organization. The chairman, Hdl- 
uimh Buddenberg, has said he ex- 
pects the company to have over- 
come its most difficult period by 
next year. 


Banks Agree 
On Reports

FRANKFURT — West Ger- 
man commercial banks have 
reached basic agreement with tbe 
Bundesbank on providing more 
statistical information on their for- 
eign subsidiaries, spokesmen for 
the Bundesbank and the .Associa- 
tion of West German banks said 
Wednesday. 

The additional reporting on for- 
eign subsidiaries was agreed on at a 
meeting between leading commer- 
cial banking associations and the 
central bank Tuesday and will 
come into force at the end of 1984, 
the spokesmen said. 

The Bundesbank has been seek- 
ing to bring statistical information 
on foreign subsidiaries of West 
German banks into line with that 
provided by their parent banks. 

The bank association spokesman 
said: “There are no disputed points 
at the heart of the agreement." But 
some technical details, such as the 
frequency banks will make the 
more comprehensive reports, still 
have to be agreed upon, he added. 

The agreement on increased re- 
porting is separate to West German 
Bank Supendsory Office attempts 
to agree with commercial banks on 
consolidated accounting Talks on 
updating a gentlemen’s agreement 
on this broke down in September. 

In a letter circulated to leading 
commercial banking associations 
ahead of Tuesday’s meeting the 
Bundesbank said it wanted a 
breakdown of lending by foreign 
subsidiaries to West Ger man cli- 
ents by sector — lending to banks, 
to companies and to private indi- 
viduals. 

It also said it wanted a break- 
down of credit risk by maturity — 
daily credits, maturity up to a year 
and maturity over a year — and a 
more detailed balance sheet analy- 
sis according to the c ur rency and 
country risk of foreign subsidiaries' 
lending to clients outside West 
Germany. 

The Bundesbank has said its re- 
quest for more information was 
prompted by a growth in impor- 
tance of foreign subsidiaries and 
branches of West German banks 
and by a change in emphaas on 
statistics sought by the Bank for 
International Settlements.

NEW YORK — The Securities 
and Exchange Commission has ac- 
cused the manager of office ser- 
vices at Sullivan & Cromwell, a 
prominent Manhattan law firm, of 
giving inride information about its 
corporate dients to four New York 
City police officers and several oth- 
ers, who allegedly used it to make 
more than $1.3 million in illegal 
stock profits. 

The SEC said Tuesday that it has 
filed a complaint in federal coun 
here against Alan Robert Ihne. 34. 
who was recently suspended as Sul- 
livan & Cromwell's office manager 
pending a resolution of tbe SECs 
investigation. He has worked for 
the law firm for 16 years. 

The action against Mr. Ihne was 
filed Nov. 9. but was sealed by a 
judge. It was unsealed Tuesday by 
U_S. District Judge Charles S. 
HaighL 

The complaint apparently grew 
out of an investigation of an SEC 
lawsuit in January against nine in- 
vestors, including the four New 
York City policemen, for illegal in- 
sider trading in the stock of compa- 
nies represented by Sullivan £ 
Cromwell.

Condec said T uesday the slate of 
five candidates for the board nomi- 
nated by the ilissidents received 
1.915 million votes, compared with 
1.822 milli on for the management 
slate. Among those who lost seats 
was Norman I. Schafler. chairman 
and chief executive officer of Con- 
dec. 

Bui Condec. a maker of valves 
and heavy equipment, said it would 
challenge the tally compiled by 
Corporation Trust Co^ which over- 
saw the ejection. 

The official results are scheduled 
to be announced next Tuesday, 
when the annual meeting is recon- 
vened. The meeting was adjourned 
Nov. 16 so the ballots could be 
counted. 

The dissident group is headed by 
W illiam F. Farley, chairman of the 
privately owned’ Farley Industries 
in Chicago, who was one of those 
elected to the board. Mr. Farley, 
who has criticized Condec’s man- 
agement for the company’s losses, 
has said he plans to replace the 
current management and eventual- 
ly take the company private. 


Ihne has filed court papers that 
neither admit to nor deny the alle- 
gations that he had been the source 
of the information. 

Lost week, a preliminary injunc- 
tion was issued aaainst Mr. Dice - 
that froze his personal assets. The 
SEC is also seeking a permanent 
injunction against all the defen- 
dants and against the release of any 
illegal profits.

At the time of the original com- 
plaint, an SEC official had said, 
“What we are probably looking for 
is a ‘mole’ in the firm” — someone 
who. acting on his own, leaked in- 
formation. 

Mr. Willis said Tuesday that Mr. 
Ihne's name had not come up until 
the SEC arrived Nov. 9, and in- 
formed the law firm that he was 
suspected of divulging the confi- 
dential information. He had con- 
tinued io work at the law firm for 
nine months after the original com- 
plaint was filed 

Mr. Ihne has been suspended

4 C \X7 HATS the matter with you?” asks one 
YY of the voices in this book, that of a 
veteran member of Amos Oz’s kibbutz who has 
recently read in the socialist newspaper Davar 
the controversial series of articles that form the 
novelist’s “In the Land of IstaeL” 

“Why did you suddenly decide to present 
our case with the rumblings of some fanatic 
here or some psychopath these?” Oz's interro- 
gator continues. “Aren’t there any normal 
people left in this country, people who don’t 
want to annihilat e the Jews or e x terminate the 
Arabs, and don’t want m humiliate the Ashke- 
nazim or drag in the Messiah by ins beard? 
What’s the matter with yon? You’re not a 
reporter! You're not a tape recorder! You’re 
supposed to speak for us!” 

The accusation is partly true. Oz, whose 
novels indude “My Michael” and "Elsewhere, 
Perhaps,” does set down, often without com- 
ment, opinions of every variety and stripe — 
the passionate outbursts of young idigicns 
fanatics and Arab-haters. as wdl as die tem- 
perate reflections of aging pioneers and moder- 
ate Palestinians. 

“Do we teach vocational subjects here?” 
responds an instructor at a rabbinical high 
school in a section of Jerusalem that is like an 
Eastern European shtetl preserved in a rime 
capsule. Oz writes: 

“The instructor points to the Arabs repair- 
ing the roof under the auspices of Mayor 
Teddy Kollek and answers with a question: 
'And for what purpose did the Lord, Blessed be 
He, create them? Why was Ishmad the goy 
miieti I.thmari , which means, “He shall hear 
the Lord"? Do you know? No? HI ted you. He 
was called Tshrnari so that he would hear what 
Isaac, his brother and master, ordered him to 
do. And why was Isaac the Jew called Isaac, 
“He shall laugh”? So that be woold laugh at rite 
sight — because the labor of righteous men is 
done by others.’ ” 

An old Arab in Ramallah. in the occupied 
West Bank, tells Oz: “Write in the Israeli 
newspaper What was is over. Finished- Write 
that the land doesn’t belong to the Jews or to 
the Arabs. The land is God’s. Whoever finds 
favor in His eyes will receive His land. God 
alone decides.” 

Still it's not as if Oz doesn’t make his 
positions clear, as wdl as eloquently defend 
them. The backbone of this skillfully translat- 
ed book is formed by two opposing mono- 
logues. The first is spoken by a middle-aged 
farmer, simply identified as Z^, who is so much 
of a cynical piece that Oz has been accused of 
makin g him up, though he insis ts that Z. lives 
and breathes, and, moreover, that a number of 


readers wrote in to express how completely 
they identified with Z-'s views. 

It is difficult to catch in a few Dhrases the 
arid that drips off Z-’s tongue, but his position 
is essentially that the Lebanon invasion “has 

s i ir i a .. 


against os again," and ldc sweetest Emit of 
this juicy war in Lebanon is that now if s not 
just Israel they hatu.” “They finally hale all the 

nice Zhids, too, the ones who keep shouting 
that they’re different, not like those Israel 
hoodlums.” 

The second monologue is Oz’s, a speech he 
delivers to the inhabitants of a West Bank 
community, members of Gush Emunim, the 
spiritual- political movement that seeks to 
build Jewish settlements throughout (he 
Israeli-occupied territories. In his speech, Oz. 
who fought in the 1967 and 1973 wars and is 
one of die leaders of the Pfcace Nwinovemeni 
concedes the need for Jews to play at that 
“gpynn nadies,” “Beatties' delight" the game 
of nations, ranch though it makes him fed, in 
George Steiner’s phrase, like ah old man in 
kindergartfflL 

But; Ozinsists.it most beaphredisac nation 
that respects the secular, humanist aspects of 
Jewish civilization. And it must respect the 
right-y of other nations — indeed it mast be a 
light u n t o those nations precisely because it 
has won the world's indulgence by insisting on 
its higher standards — and in particular it must 
respect the rights of the Palestinians. As for the 
insistence of the hawks that “we had better 
. slou gh off tiie image of the ‘nice Jewish boy’ 
and become the big bad wolves for a change," 
“some wolf: with jaws made in the Umled 
Stales and daws donated by charity." 

. AH together, the voices of “In the Land of 
Israel” serve to elucidate the country’s com- 
plex ideological cross-currents. And ooudocted 
as they are by Oz, they sing an eloquent de- 
fense of what he considers a centrist position, 
though some of his critics mi gh t call it some- 
what ieft-of-ceater. Oz has distilled his coun- 
try’s dilemma to the tragic realization that 
every human bring faces, which is, as one old 
pioneer puls it: T 

“To be without power is both a sin and a 
catastrophe. On the other hand, to live by fon£ 
is no less a catastrophe, and maybe a sin, too." 

That is finally why this book about a tiny 
Middle Eastern country has universal signifi- 
cance. Interviewed by Oz, the Rev. Mated 
Dubois, the French Roman Catbofic priest 1 
who is head of the philosophy department of 
the Hebrew University in Jerusalem, speaK 
lates: 

“Perhaps everything we see here is jest thr 
birth pangs of something new. According to, 
Scriptures, it has already happened once — 
right here in Jerusalem, although in different 1 
form." As the author paraphrases Dubois: ' 

“Here, in Jerusalem in particular and in 
Israel in general there is a huge battle being 
fought between good and evfl. Perhaps die 
central battle of our tune, in universal terms, is

had only 10 fights in a pro career 
marked more by illness and injury 
than by crowning success, can beat 
Holmes. Hie WBC champion, at 
34, remains me of the best in histo- 
ry and is a 4-1 favorite over the 
younger and 20-pound lighter chal- 
lenger. 

“Watch this kid,” advised Joe 
Frazier. “Marvis will make Larry 
look like an amateur.” 

Joe Frazier can be insistent, 
which is why Teddy Brenner be- 
lieves bloodlines are thicker than 
watered-down logic “Joe told me 
be never in his life felt so sure 
before a fight as be does this one,” 
said Brenner — “even when he was 
fighting. He thinks it’s going to be 
an easy fight Until tins fight is 
over, I'm his follower.” 

Brenner, the matrhmalrw for 
Bob Arum, is an old Frazier friend 
but was not always a follower. 

Last spring, Brouter received a 
call from Joe Verne, the Philadel- 
phia businessman who holds a pro- 
motional contract with all the Fra- 
ziers. Marvis, who had been 
sidelined for 17 months, first with 
an ear infection and then with viral 
hepatitis, had had two warm-up 
boms. Verne asked Brenner about 
arranging a bout with James Broad, 
the h nllong heavyweight who had 
knocked out Marvis in the 1980 
Olympic Trials. 

“I don't think Marvis is ready," 
Brenner replied. “If you want. I’ll 
put him in an eight-rounder.” 
Verne wanted Broad. The family 
wanted to clear the Frazier name, 
be said. 

“Are you crazy?” said Brenner. 
“Broadll knock him oul” 

Joe Frazier got on the phone. 
Brenner was still not convinced. 

“Nobody had to sell me on you 
fighting Busier Mathis or George 
ChuvaJo or Oscar Bonavena,” 
Brenner reminded the former 
champion. “I just got a bad feeling 
about this fight for Marvis, the way 
he was knocked out by Broad.” 

“Teddy, he's much better," Joe 
Frazier said. 

Joe had called the Broad knock- 
out “a fluke.” The punch landed on 
Manas's forehead and. the Fraziers 


learned later, caused the head to 
snap back, pinching a nerve in the 
neck. 

“I'm not really the kid’s manag- 
er.” Frazier said to Brenner. “I’m 
his father. Dial’s my flesh and 
blood. There’s no way I can put this 
kid in unless he can beat Broad." 

With reservation. Brenner made 
the match. But Joe was proven 
right. Taking some booming 
punches from a man 30 pounds 
heavier. Marvis dominated the 10- 
round born and scored a unani- 
mous derision. Now people are 
questioning Joe's wisdom in send- 
ing his son in against Holmes. 

“My father wouldn’t put me out 
there if I didn’t belong,” said Mar- 
vis. 

“Everybody's right in this busi- 
ness,” said Eddie Finch, “And then 
suddenly you’re wrong." 

Fuich was the man who bugged 
Joe Frazier that memorable night 
in Manila, refusing to ler his hal- 
tered fighter go out for the 15th 
round against Muhammad Ali. 
Flitch regards Marvis Frazier “like 
a grandson.” He is going into this 
fight with “mixed emotions." 

Fuich is Holmes’s trainer. 

He believes his old friend. Joe 
Frazier, has made a terrible mis- 
take. “I don't get it," said Futch. 
“Here’s a kid who’s got possibili- 
ties. He’s young he’s got time. 
What's the point? If he were an old 
guy and this was his last chance to 
grab the ring. O.K. But a young- 
ster. to risk a demolition, a bad 
beating that would destroy him as a 
fighter, I don’t get it. 

“Joe should remember when I 
used Lany as a sparring partner for 
him before the second Ali fight. It 
wasn’t that easy. Time has a habit 
of dimmin g those memories.” 

Marvis remembers those spar- 
ring sessions differently. “Pop gave 
him whuppings,” he said. 

Marvis was a kid of 1 3 then, with 
no thought of becoming a fighter. 
His father bad other plans. “1 need- 
ed someone to watch the money for 
me,” Joe said. “I didn’t have the 
opportunity to finish high school. 
He was the eldest, so he was the 
one.” 

Playing football, baseball, bas- 
ketball and wrestling at Plymouth- 
Whitemarsh High near Philadel- 
phia proved too much for the 
would-be business major. When his 
grades fell. Papa Joe moved him 
briefly to a private school where 
there were no organized sports. 
Marvis, wanting some physical ac- 
tivity, began to hang around his 
father’s gym. He discovered he 
liked boxing best of aH 

If Joe looks at Marvis and sees 
himself, it is less true than it was a 
few years ago. Joe is thicker than 
ever, a powerful 255 pounds — 
about 50 pounds heavier than when 


he defeated Ali in 1971 and about 
55 pounds heavier than his son, 
who at 6-foot- H4 is about three 
inches taller. 

Marvis does not have his father's 
left hook, but he has a right hand 
his father never had. He fights from 
a more erect stance, learning the 
classic style from George Benton, 
his first trainer. His father took 
over iwo years ago because he 
wanted Maras to be “more aggres- 
sive.” 

But the similariues. especially fa- 
cial. have been too strong for Mar- 
vis to establish his own ideutity.“l 
am Marvis. he is Joe and my grand- 
father was Rubin ” he said. “We- 
just happen to be Fraziers.” 

“This kid. remember, was the 
best amateur heavyweight in the 
country.” said Emanuel Steward, 
the trainer of Detroit’s Kronk 
Gym. 

“If he didn't have the Frazier 
name, he’d be considered quite a 
prospect anyway. 

“But he's got the Frazier blood 
and he’s got that Frazier intensity. I 
think we’ve got a fight on our 
hands. 

“I didn’t think so before, but I’ve 
watched Larry train and I’ve never 
seen him get hit so often.” 

While Marvis says. “My father’s 
my experience,” he also bolds an 
amateur victory over Dm Wither- 
spoon. who after only 15 pro fights 
gave Holmes fits last May before 
losing a split decision. 

Joe Frazier says his son is a bet- 
ter boxer now than he was at a 
similar age. He also believes Marvis 
is a belter man. “One of God's real 


men,” he said. “He lives by the 
rales, goes to church — not like his 
daddy." Marvis is a deacon and a 
member of the choir at the Greater 
Harvest Baptist Church in Phila- 
delphia. 

The kind of polite, respectful son 
most parents only dream about, 
Marvis admits to a bit of hero wor- 
ship, but it has been tempered by 

reality- 

Marvis was 12 before bis father 
took him to one of his fights. “It 
was when George Foreman made a 
yo-yo out of me." said Joe, refer- 
ring to the 1973 fight in which 
Foreman knocked him down seven 
times in two rounds while taking 
the heavyweight title. 

Joe didn't make it easy. When 
Maras, a fine ru nnin g back and a 
top wrestler, gave up those sports 
for boxing, Joe ordered no sparring 
for seven months. Benton trained 
the youngster, unsure of how seri- 
ous Maras was. but seeing a fine 
athlete nonetheless. 

Maras made it through the 
drudgery. 

He convinced his father that 
boxing was what he wanted. 

Joe takes pride in still being able 
to work with Marvis. 1 8- year-old 
son Hector (a 140-pounder who 
fights under the name, “Smokin’ 
Joe Frazier Jr„” and more dosdy 
resembles his father in the ring), 
and two cousins, Rodnev and 
Mark. 

"I’m as close to them as a rug to 
the floor,” he said. “If 1 send them 
boys up the h£LL they know Fm 
goin’ with ’em.”

N EW YORK —On one of his 
first visits to the Chelsea Ho- 
tel here. Ulick O’Connor saw a 
distinguished-looking man stand- 
ing at the reception desk. Curious. 
O’Connor, a poet and biographer 
from Dublin, inquired about his - 
fellow guest's identity. 

“1 was told be was Dracula’s 
cousin and, naturally, 1 thought U 
was a joke,” O’Connor recalled. 
“But then it turned out the guy 
was Count Roderick Gheka, the 
son of the crown prince of Roma- 
nia and a direct descendant of 
Count Vlad, the real Dracula. 
And the funny thing was when I 
raiitpH [o him I found out his 
mother was Maureen O'Connor, 
a distant relative of my father.” 

“The Chelsea Hotel." O’Con- 
nor said, M is the only place in the 
world where you meet Dracula’s 
cousin and he turns out to be your 
cousin, too."

Again," often pacing die hallways 
for inspiration. In Room 205, tne 
Welsh poet Dylan Thomas went 
into a tata l coma after tefijng a 
female companion, Tve had my 
18th straight whiskey and I think 
that’s the record.” 

Residents still recall the wild 
tenure of the Irish novelist Bren- 
dan Behan, who lived in the hold 
for two years and produced two 
books there, often dictating from 
his bed. “I remember he was al- 
ways trying to get me to go to bars 
with him,” said Rene Shapshak, a 
sculptor who lives at the Chelsea 
with his wife, Eugenie. T told him

in the hold. He died of a heroin 
overdose elsewhere before he 
could come to trial - * . 

Many of the hold's residents 
say that ghosts of those 1 who Bred 
and died there stalk the halls: 
The ghost of Vicious is said to 
haunt one of the two rickety ele- 
vators, which sometimes make 
unexpected stops. 

At the center of the hotel's Bo- 
hemian mood is StankyBard,ihe 
manager, who inherited his job 
and his passion for the Chelsea 
from Ins father, David, who. ran 
die hotd for many years: “There's 
not another budding in the world 
that caters to this many creative 
people,” Stanley Bard said. 
“Time’s some mystique within 
these walls that helps people pro-

Bard takes a tolerant approach, 
fostering the feeling of an artists’ 
colony.

/orkers tobea showplace, one of 
the city’s earliest cooperative 
apartment booses. Most of its 400 
rooms feature three-foot-thick 
walls, solid rosewood beams and 
working fireplaces.
